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REPORT OF 


TRUSTEES INGALLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the Ingalls Memorial Library beg leave to 
submit to the town of Rindge, the report of the librarian for 
the year beginning January 1, and ending December 31, 1896. 
This report is so gratifying in its character, and the circulation 
both of books and magazines has been so large, that it gives 
us confidence to hope that the town will acceed to our request 
and will grant us an annual appropriation of $200, to meet 
the running expenses and to insure the purchase of new books. 
Our endowment funds are invested in savings banks and the 
income is quite insufficient to meet the absolutely necessary 
annual expenses, as will be seen by the treasurer’s report 
appended hereto in full. ; 

The salaries of librarian and janitor, $200, fuel, transpor- 
tation of books to East Rindge and sundries, $100, four maga- 
zines for which we subscribe $15, making a total outlay of 
$315, cannot be paid for with an income of $196. ‘This sum 
of $196 includes about $80 which is raised annually accord- 
ing to the laws of the state. From this it will be seen that an 
annual appropriation from the town of $200 will leave us a 
small enough margin for the new books which should be 
added each year to keep up the interest in the library. In 
addition to the $200 annually, we must further ask for $100 to 
meet the expenses of the very admirable catalogue complied 
by Miss Leighton. The sum expended on the printing and 
preparation of this may seem to many extravagant, but it has 
been thought best to have the catalogue in the form which 
would prove most useful and educational, and we therefore 
followed the system advised by Mr. Green, librarian of the

Worcester public library. A good working catalogue is the 
first necessity of a good library, and as we consider our cata- 
logue an excellent one, both for the student and the general 
reader, we feel that our money has been well spent. 

Our intention is to publish, each year, bulletins of the 
authors and titles of the new books, thus entailing a small ex- 
pense annually in printing. The first catalogue of fourteen 
hundred books must necessarily be an expensive one. A card 
catalogue may sometime be necessary, but we preferred, for 
the present at least, to have a printed one which could circu- 
late in all parts of the town. We feel justified in asking for 
this $100 and are sure that the town of Rindge will second 
our effort to make the Ingalls Memorial Library worthy of the 
name which it bears and of the generous donor whose benefac- 
tions have not ceased with the building itself. 

We hope that eventually small donations may come to us, 
or better still, additions to our endowment fund, which will 
enable us to make the little hall over the library a delightful 
place of resort for old and young. We shall be glad at any 
time to receive contributions of objects of local or general his- 

torical interest, any interesting pieces of glass or china, old 
samplers and embroideries, or more valuable still, old jewelry 
or silver. These articles of course will be accepted by the 
trustees and carefully labelled, and the owners would be at 
liberty to withdraw them at any time. We also wish in time 
to make collections illustrative of the geology, flora and 
zoology of the town, and interesting specimens from other 
parts of the country will be welcome. To exhibit all these’ 
things safely it would be necessary to have cases which are 
very expensive, but we hope that with time, sufficient funds 
may be forthcoming. 

Before closing this report we ask for the cordial codpera- 
tion of all who are interested in the growth and influence of 
the library. The addition to the attraction of the reading 
room made by the loan of magazines from residents of the 
town, has been much appreciated and we wish to express our 
thanks for them, as well as for the gifts of old books and 
pamphlets. 
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We are also indebted to Mr. Walker for the free transpor- 
tation of books to and from the West Rindge branch, and to 
Miss Leighton for the time and thought which she has given 
beyond that which was demanded of her and for which she 
has received no remuneration.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE INGALLS 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 
For THE YEAR JANUARY I TO DECEMBER 31, 1896. 


As the Ingalls Memorial Library was opened July 1, 1895, 
the last report was given for the six months from July t to 
December 31, 1895, and the estimate for the year was made 
from the record of those six months. The yearly circulation 
was then computed to be over two thousand volumes. For 
the year beginning January 1 and ending December 31, 1896, 
3270 volumes were circulated, a gain for the year of one thou- 
sand volumes. | 

The average number circulated each library day in 1895 
was 26 volumes. Average number circulated each library 
day in 1896 was 31 volumes. The largest number for any day 
in 1895 was 47 volumes, against 58 volumes for one day in 
1896. Compared with the preceding year, a larger propor- 
tion of fiction was called for during the past year; about two- 
thirds of the books circulated in 1896 being fiction. Forty-six 
books have been taken from the West Rindge library during 
the past year, and patrons of this library appreciate the advan- 
tage of the additional material which the West Rindge branch 
library affords. 

The reading room has been well patronized. The circu- 
lation of the magazines has been remarkable as compared with 
that of last year. For 1895, the estimate was 187 numbers. 
For 1896, the circulation of magazines was 467 numbers, or 
nearly three times as many as the preceding year. Several 
friends have loaned magazines for the reading room tables. 
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The average number of persons taking books from the libra- . 
ry is 290. 125 new names were added to the list in 1896. 
The number of cards issued to January 1, 1897, is 353. 28 
boys and 25 girls under eighteen years of age have taken 
books. The proportion of men and women taking books is 
nearly equal. 

The books added to the library during the year were gifts, 
and are about fifty in number. Several articles of interest, 
such as an old flax wheel, candle moulds, tin oven and old 
crockery, were received. Mrs. Bigelow has given among 
other articles belonging to her father, M. P. Wilder, some 
autograph letters written by noted people.
